Although W. Zoade Smith, superin- 
tendent of waterworks, stated that 
“the time had come when the straw 
might break the camel's back,” and 
City Attorney James I. Mayson as- 
serted that it was illegal for water to 
be furnished outside of the city’s lim- 
its, and gave it as his opinion the re- 
tail merchants, who have enjoined the 
city from granting water to the Ash- 
ford Park company, would win out in 
the suit, the water commissioners, at a 
called meeting, Wednesday afternoon, 
refused to rescind their former action 
in pefmitting the Ashford Park com- 
pany the use of city water. 

Alderman John S. McClelland’s mo- 
tion to rescind was lost by a vote of 
5 to 4. 

Mayor Candler, who had voted with 
the minority, following the meeting 
accused Superintendent Smith of hav- 
ing told the board at its recent execu- 
tive session. when mo newspaper men 
were permitted, that the amount of 
water to be used by the Ashford Park 
company in establishing a mercantile 
center near Camp Gordon would not 
affect the city’s water supply in the 
least. 

Denies Making Statement. 

“tT did not say that,” said Superin- 
tendent Smith. 

Commissioner H. H. Norman, who 
had not left the roofm, backed up Su- 


perintendent Smith, and asserted that f 


the superintendetit had made no such 
statement, but that Mayor Candler evi- 
dently had misunderstood what Super- 
intendent Smith did say. 

“I said the Ashford Park company 
asked for a six-inch pipe that would 
furnish only 175,000 gallons a day,” 
continued the head of the waterworks 
» epartment. 

“But,” he added, “the time has now 
sme when a straw might break the 
camel's back.” 

Superintendent Smith had also made 
this statement to the board before it 
voted down Alderman McClelland’s mo- 
tion to rescind the grant to the Ashford 
Park company. 

“Whether it is legal or illegal for 
the board to allow water to the Ash- 
ford Park company,” said Alderman 
McClelland, “the people of Atlanta 
know that it is grossly unfair to At- 
lanta’s retail merchants who have been 
liberal contributors and are paying ex- 
tra taxes to bring Camp Gordon to 
Atlanta. Ashford Park company ought 
not to be allowed to establish a mer- 
cantile center at Camp Gordon and 
take away any portion of local mer- 
chants’ just returns on what they 
have invested. 

Not Good Business Policy. 

“Moreover, it is not good business 
policy for any one to go into a ? 
suit when his own attorney rules t e 
law is with his opponent. City Attor- 
ney Mayson has stated that it is ille- 
gal for the board to furnish water out- 
side of Atlanta.” 

At this point Alderman McClelland 
asked City Attorney Maysun if he 
thought the injunction of the retail 
merchants would be upheld by the 
courts. 

The city attorner replied in the af- 
firmative. 

“Therefore,” continued Alderman Mc- 
Clelland, “I move that we rescind our 
former action.” 

Commissioner H, H. Normand then 
arose to make a speech in seconding 
Alderman McClelland’s motion, and said 
in part as follows: 

‘Ten days before we heard of the 
Ashford park scheme to establish a 
mercantile center at Camp Gordon this 
board passed a resolution to the effect 
that it would not grant any more ex- 
tensions of private mains outside of the 
city’s limits. It was the sense of this 
board that the ‘time had come,’ as Su- 
perintendent Smith says, ‘when a straw 
might break the camel's back,’ and I 
voted, as every one of your commission- 
ers voted, for the resolution. Our pumps 
are broken down and patched up anu 
the big cantonment main has added al- 
‘ most an enormous strain upon our ‘rat- 
tle-trap’ waterworks pumps. 

Reverse Our Action. 
“A week after passing this resolu- 


tion in good faith this board held ex- 
ecutive session and granted the appli- 
cation of the Ashford Park spmpany to 
use the city’s water by «# ding the 
six-inch water main a. nce of 60° 
feet from the end of ti@*Peachtree Wa- 
ter company’s main to the site adjoin- 
ing Camp Gordon, where they propose 
to establish a mercantile center in com- 
petition with Atlanta’s merchants, 

“I voted against reversing our posi- 
tion, although Mayor Candler informed 
us that the retail merchants wanted 
the mercantile center established at 
' Camp Gordon. But the board was not 
with me, and allowed the permit to the 
Ashford Park company.

TRADING IS BARRED 
WITH THE ENEMY 


Ban Also Placed on ‘War 
Comment in German Lan- 
guage Press Unless Ac- 
companied by an English 
Translation. 


Washington, September 12.—The ad- 
ministration trading-with-the-enemy 
bill, which passed the house without a 
dissenting vote last July, was passed 
by the senate late today with many 
amendements, including one giving the 


President power tn emb&rgo imports 
and prohibiting publication of war 
comment in the German language un- 
less accompanied by a parallel column 
by a translation in English. 

Other important provisions interdict 
commerce between Americans and 
Germans or the latter's allies, giving 
the president broad powers to regu- 
late operations of enemy insurance 
companies in this country, and extend 
espionage powers. 

The import embargo amendment, 
added today at the administration's 
request, would extend present presi- 
dential powers over export trade to 
imports as well. 

The bill passed the senate after two 
days’ of lifeless debate heard by an 
average of less than a dozen members, 
without a roll call and virtually with- 
out objection. 

German Publications Barred. 

The amendment restricting publica- 
tions in German, 
voce vote, was offered by Senator 
King, and is subject to elimination in 
conference. It provides: 

“That during the pendency of the 
present state of war and until peace 
shall be concluded and the fact de- 
clared by proclamation of the president, 
it shall be unlawtrui for any person, 
firm or association to print or publish 
or cause to be printed or published in 
the German language any comments 
respecting the government of the Unit- 
ed States or of any nation with which 
Germany is at war, its policies, interna- 
tional relations, the. state or conduct of 
the war, or of any matter: relating 
thereto without printing or publishing 
in a column pafallel to such matter a 
true and complete translation of the 
same in the English language. 

‘“‘Any print or publication in the Ger- 
man language which does not conform 
to the provisions of this section shall 
not be admitted to the mails and it shall 
be unlawfuf for any person to transport, 
earry or otherwise publish or distribute 
the same. 

“Any person violating the provisions 
of this section shall on conviction there- 
for be punished by a fine of not more 
than $500 or by imprisonment for a pe- 
riod of not more than one year, or may, 
in the discretion of tre court, be fined 
and imprisoned.” 

“Curb Against Vipers.” 


Senator King urged adoption of his 
amendment as a ‘curb against’ the 
vipers in our midst” trying to create 
dissension. 

‘There is no question,” said the Utah 
senator, “that the press—the German 
press, but I don’t mean to say all— 
has done everything it could to stir up 
sedition and strife and make this war 
unpopular, and those newspapers ought 
to be suppressed.” 

Prior to adoption of the King amend- 
ment the senate rejected an amendment 
by Senator Myers designed to curb 
Industrial Workers of the World activi- 
ties, proposing to penalize seditious dis- 
cussion or action and interference with 
production. 

In a letter to Senator Randell, of 
Louisiana, who offered the import em- 
bargo amendment, Secretary McAdoo 
said the authority was needed to ‘“‘con- 
trol essential raw materials necessar 
in the prosecution of the war,” as well 
as to meet conditions of gold impor- 
tations and foreign exchange. He also 
said it was desirable in order to “deal 
with governments imposing restrictions 
on the export of materials needed in 
this country.” 

An- amendment by Senator Reed was 
accepted limiting the bill’s operation 
to ninety days after the war. 

Supplementing the insurance provi- 
sions, which in effect would permit en- 
emy “nsurance companies to continue 
operations in this country under presi- 
dential licenses, but prohibit their 
sending funds abroad, the senate adopt- 
ed an amendment by Senator Reed giv- 
ing the president the broadest authori- 
ty over all foreign insurance companies 
of all descriptions, enemy, neutral or 
allied. 

The Insurance Provision, 


It provides that: 

“Whenever in the opinion of the 
president the public safety or public 
interest requires, the president may 
prohibit any or all foreign insurance 
companies from doing business in the 
United States, or the president may 
license such company or companies to 
do business upon such terms as he 
may deem proper.” 

Senator Pomerene, of Ohio, called at- 
tention to the necessity for regulat- 
ing not only enemy insurance concerns, 
btu also some of neutrals. He said that 
some Swedish and Russian companies 
controlled by Germans or German in- 
terests have branches in Germany, and 
could send valuable military informa- 
tion 3 such means. 

Listing of securities in this country 
owned by enemies and appointment of 
an “alien property custodian” to ad- 
minister enemy property subject to 
seizure or other provisions of the bill. 
Senate commité*e amendments giving 
the president complete authority to ad- 
minister the bill’s provisions and ex- 
cluding the secretaries of the treasury 
and commerce from specific powers 
were adopted. 

The bill retains authority for licensed 
use, at prices fixed by the president, 
of enemy patents, copyrights and sim- 
ilar privileges.

OPTIMISTIC VIEW 
BY SUPPORTERS 
OF GOVERNMENT 


Petrograd, September 12.—<According 
to statements made by members of the 
cabinet late last night and the news 
of this morning the situation of the 
provisional government is continuing 
steadily to improve, although in view 
of what is regarded as the desperate 
position of General Korniloff and his 
associates in the revolt, with whom it 
is declared the government will toler- 
ate no compromise, there still exists 
the danger of armed collision, 

The measures for the defense of the 
capital are complete. Troops upon 
whom the government can rely continue 
to arrive, while the small minority of 
Korniloff sympathizers in Petrograd ap- 
pears thoroughly cowed. Similar con- 
ditions are reported from Moscow, 
where a notable effect was produced 
through the issuance of a proclamation 
in favor of the government by Mayor 
RKudnedd, whose address of welcome to 
General Korniloff on his arrival] for the 
recent Moscow conference was at the 
time regarded as a demonstration of the 
Moscow industrial leaders’ counter- 
revolutionary sentiments. 

Finance Minister Nekrasoff, Premier 
Kerensky’s mouthpiece for the giving 
out of news, again declared early today 
that the government’s position was sat- 
isfactory and that it was untrue that 
Korniloff troops had been allowed to 
occupy Tosna; that dissension among 
the Korniloff forces was general, while 
there was absolute solidarity among the 
governmental troops. 

Many additional assurances of loyalty 
from generals and political organiza- 
tions have been received by the gov- 
ernment, . 

Regarding the provisioning of the 
capital in case ‘of its investment, M. 
Pieschehonoff, the minister of supplies, 
declares there is no danger of a short- 
age. 

The Bolveseki element is considered 
absolutely solid for the provisional gov- 
ernment. |t is organizing its own 
forces against those of Korniloff. 

Statement by Kerensky, 

The following statement which was 
signed “Kerensky, prime minister and 
commander-in-chief,” was given out 
here today: 

“On this date, in accordance with 
the decision of the provisional gov- 


4ernment, I am charged with the office 


of commander-in-chief of the armed 
forces of the country. The senseless 
effort at military mutiny by the late 
commander-in-chief and a small group 
of generals has ended in’ com- 
plete failure. The

Tuition in School 
Free for Children 
Of New Army Men 


Usual Non-Resident Fee 
Will Not Be Charged 


When Families of Drafted 
Soldiers Move to Atlanta. 


The children of army officers and 
drafted men at Camp Gordon whose 
families move to Atlanta to be near 
them, will be given tuition in Atlanta’s 
public schools free of charge. 

This announcement was made by Su- 
perintendent of Schools Wardlaw Wed- 
nesday. 

“In no instance will children of such 
parents suffer, but the board of edu- 
cation will take a patriotic stand and 
give them their education without 
charging the non-resident fee.” 

The superintendent also made the 
following announcements: 

New first grade at Lee Street 
school and new seventh grade at 
Lucile avenue established. 

New third grade opened at Tenth 
Street school to relieve crowded 
conditions there. 

New first and seventh’ grades 
will be established in the East At- 
lanta Aistrict. 

Approximately 27,000 children’ are 
now seated in Atlanta’s public schools, 
3,500 of these being in the high schools, 
and about 6,500 being negroes. 

The board of education will meet to- 
morrow morning at 11 o'clock to take 
definite steps towards relieving con- 
gested conditions at Tenth Street 
school, and oding away with double 
sessions.

SUMMONED BY DEATH 


Sofia, Bulgaria, September 12.—(Via 
London.)—Queen Eleanore, of Bulgaria, 
died this afternoon. She had been ill 
some time and recently King Ferdinand 
and Crown Prince Boris and Prince 
Cyril were summoned to her bedside. 


Queen Eleanore was the daughter of 
Prince Henry IV. of Reuss-Kostriz. 
She was born in 1860 and married 
Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria, who 
later ascended, the throne, in 1908. 
Since the outbreak of the war the 
queen has done considerable Red Cross 
work, and at one time it was reported 
she intended to come to the United 
States to collect funds for the sufferers 
in Bulgaria and to study the hospital

If He Succeeded in Having 
Probated a Newly Discov- 
ered Will of Her Late Hus- 
band and Recovered Cer- 
tain Funds. 

MRS. KING LOST $60,000 
IN FEW GAMES OF CRAPS 


Documents Found in Apart- 
ments of Gaston. Means 
Show He Played for For- 
tune—North Carolina Au- 
thorities Probe Mysterious 
Killing of Mrs. King. 


New York, September 12.—Document- 
| ary evidence showing that the financial 
transactions of Gaston B. Means ran 
into a fortune was discovered here to- 
day by Assistant District Attorney 
Dooling in his investigations into the 
mysterious death at Concord, N. C., of 
Mrs. Maude A. King, the wealthy 


| widow for whom Means acted as busi- 
i ness agent. 

| The documents Dooling says he 
found in a trunk in Means’ apartment 
included a formal agreement entered 
‘into by Mrs. King with Means under 
'which he was to receive $950,000 if cer- 
tain funds were recovered for her from 


|| the estate of her late husband, James 


Cc. King. A third party to this, agree- 
ment was Carl L. Schurz, who was to 
receive 5 per cent of whatever sum 
was recovered. The fortune was to be 
obtained if an effort to have probated 
a newly discovered will of Mr. King 
was successful. 
Provisions ef Agreement. 

In this agreement it was stated that, 
“whereas the second party (Means), by 
hie sote efforts; has = 
tion and discovered evidence tending 
to show that the first party is entitled 
to certain moneys from the estate of 
King in addition to what she already 
has received. 

“The second party willing and 
ready” to place these facts at the dis- 
posal of Mrs. King “upon such terms 
and conditions as may be mutually 
agreed upon.” 

Under this agreement Means was to 
act as Mrs. King’s attorney-at-law, 
and was authorized to institute what- 
ever legal proceedings he deemed 
necessary. 

The papers found showed transac- 
tions in cotton in Chicago early this 
year, at a time when there was a 
slump in chat commodity. One letter 
showed that a Chicago cotton broker 
had asked Means to put up an addi- 
tional margin of $35,845 to cover his 
account. 

Bank books showed that Means had 
deposits aggregating $108,000 in the 
Illinois Trust and Savings bank, but 
that within two months he had drawn 
$116,000. Other bank books showed 
smaller accounts in New York and 
Chicago banks. 

Mr. Dooling said examination of the 
papers revealed two checks, “one of 
which showed a loss of $41,240 and the 
other a loss of $24,620." The largest 
canceled check he found was for $43,- 
000. He declined to disclose the name 
of the man to whose order the checks 
were drawn. , 

Mrs. King Lost $60,000 at Craps. 

Information which has come into the 
possession of the district attorney’s 
office from two sources, according to 
Dooling, shows that Mrs. King lost 
$60,000 in a few evenings in games of 
craps which were played in Means’ 
Park avenue apartment in this city. 


Dooling announced today that, 
after an all-night examination of pa- 


pers and correspondence belonging to 
Gaston B. Means, he had found suffi- 
cient evidence to warrant indictments 
for grand larceny against one or more 
persons for alleged looting of the King 
estate. 

Means was business manager for 
Mrs. King, and was witness of her 
death on August 29 by a pistol shot. 
Mr. Dooling was accompanied to the 
criminal court building from Means’ 
apartment here by Afton Means, broth- 
er of Gaston, and by Henry Deitch, 
Afton’s father-in-law. 

Mr. Dooling further said that Afton 
Means had told him he had come to 
New York for the trunk filled with 
correspondence and papers which was 
in Gaston Means’ apartment. 

Many Decuments Found, 

The trunk contained among other 
documents, he gaid, papers which 
showed a great amount of work had 
been done by experienced hands in 
preparing for a possible contest of the 
new will, being correspondence be- 
tween lawyers, handwriting experts 
and typewriting experts, whom Mr. 
Dooling said had been engaged to as- 
sist in carrying through the probate 
of the, will. 

The assistant district attorney fur- 


ther stated that there was also con- 
siderable evidence showing how $1,- 


000,000 of the King estate had been 
spent. There were packages of checks 
drawn to a person whose name he 
withheld and a number of letters from 
brokers askimg additional margin. 
There was also a bank book of a 
certain national bank In this city, he 
said, which showed deposifs in one year 
of $190,000, all of whic had been 
checked out. :

“EAKERS” WILL FAL 
T0 ESCAPE SERVICE 
IN NATIONAL ARMY 


Col. Conrad Koerper and 
| Officers Must “Be Shown” 
Before Any Man Is Ex- 
cused on Physical Grounds 


ONLY 300 MEN EXAMINED 
AT CAMP ON WEDNESDAY 


Probably Ten Per Cent of 
This Number Sent Before 
“Hold-Up” Board for More 
Thorough Tests. 


While men of the national army who 
are found to be really physically unfit 
will be given honorable discharges 
from the service, it became evident 
soon after the beginning of the 
physical examination of the _ 1,924 
national army men now at Camp 
Gordon Wednesday that Colonel Con- 
rad E. Koerper and his examining 
officers have got to “be shown” be- 
fore anybody gets off on the ground 
of physical disability. 

Whenever a man comes before the 
examining officers claiming physical 
defects, he is put through rigid and 
careful tests exhausting every possible 

whether.there is 


a genuine disqualifying defect or 


whether the man is “faking.” It is a 

l cold, scientific proposition, this busi- 
{ness in the army of finding out how 
much a physical man a man really is, 
and if reasonable tests fail to show a 
defect, the officers do not hesitate, to 
the chagrin of the rare would-be evad- 
er of service, to decide that a manisa 
“faker.” 

However, where there are indications 
of a real defect which would disqualify 
& man, every precaution is taken to 
ascertain the extent of the defect. 

Goes Hefore a Board. 

At the hands of a corps of about 
fifty examining officers, the prospect- 
ive soldier is examined as to propor- 
tions and weight, his eyes, his hear- 
ing, his nose and throat, and then a 
general physical examination. If in 
any one of these tests a question of 
doubt arises as to his physical fitness 
his card receives an “H, U.,” which is 
military for “hold up.” This man then 
goes before the “hold-up” board, con- 
sisting of Lieutenants Frank, Hollis, 
Bachman, Bean and Kaucher. This 
board examines the man for the de- 
fects noted on his card, and final de- 
cision upon whether or not he is to be 
discharged rests with Major Marietta, 
in charge of the cantonment hospital, 
and Major Code. Finally he must pass 
the inspection of Colonel Koerper, 
medical corps surgeon of the division- 
al staff, himself. 

About 300 men were examined Wed- 
nesday, and it is expected that about 
twice that many will be examined on 
Thursday. The examinations will con- 
tinue until the entire 5 per cent quota 
has been examined and disposed of. 


The 
slowness with which the examinations 
proceeded on Wednesday was due large- 
ly to the inexperience of the assistants 
in the work in taking finger-prints.

Buenos Aires September 12.— The 
downtown section of the city was the 
scene of the wildest disorders tonight 
in connection with the great anti-Ger- 
man demonstrations, in which thou- 
sands of Argenine citizens took part. 
Many of those in the mobs carried fire- 
brands and as a result scores of build- 
ings were set on fire. 

Several blocks of German business 
houses in Calle 25 de Mayo were de- 
stroyed. Among the structures destroy- 
ed was the German club, one of the 
finest edifices in the city, and the build- 
ing of the German daily, La Union. As 
fast as the fires in these buildings were 
extinguished \“ey were started again. 

Mounted patrols and the entire fire 
department kept rushing from one part 
of the city to another in an attempt 
to quell the riots and put down the 
flames. In several instances police who 
were attempting to shoot at those 
wielding torches were set upon by the 
crowds and disarmed. 

The German legation was stoned 
and all the windows broken. There 
was serious rioting and mounted police 
charged the mobs in the fashionable 
Avenida Florida. | 

German Minister Expelled. 

Extraordinary precautions have been 
taken by the authorities to protect 
Count Luxburg, the German minister, 
when he arrives here tomorrow morn- 
ing to receive his passports, 

The riots followed the action of the 
Argentine government at noon today 
in sending to the German legation pass- 
ports to be delivered to Count Lux- 
burg, the German minister. 

The Argentine foreign office today also 
sent a communication to the German 
foreign ministry demanding an expla- 
nation of Count Luxburg’s action in 
sending the secret code messages to 
Berlin through the Swedish legation. 

It was officially announced here to- 
day that if Germany failed to disap- 
prove of Count von Luxbureg’s action 
Argentina would recall her minister at 
Berlin. If the Berlin government dis- 
approved of his course, the status quo 
would be maintained. 

Germany Must Disapprove. 

The Argentine minister at Berlin has 
been instructed to inform the Ger- 
man foreign office that Count von Lux- 
burg has been handed his passports 
and to ask for explanations regarding 
the telegram .disclosures. If the Ger- 
man government disapproves of the 
text of the German minister's dispatch- 
es and especially of the word “ass,” 
which term the count applied to the

Washineton, September 12.—Argen- 
tina’s course for the remainder of the 
war probably will be determined by 
Germany’s answer to the demand from 
Buenos Aires that the Berlin govern- 
ment disavows the action of its min- 
ister in advising the sinking of Argen- 
tine ships, “without leaving any 
trace” and in calling the Argentine 
foreign minister “a notorious ass.” . 

Whether Germany will force the big 
South American country into the list 
of her enemies is a question of more 
immediate interest here than the out- 
come of Sweden's part in transmitting 
the Berlin messages.

RUSSIA’S FRIENDS 
NOT SO HOPEFUL. 


Washington, September 12.—Reports 
reaching here today indicatin that 
Premier Kerensky's provisiona gOv- 
ernment was gaining strength in its 
struggle to prevent General Kornilof? 
from seizing the government, failed to 
raise the hopes of Russia's friends toa 
great extent. 

Although accepting the govern- 
ment’s optimistic announcement that 
Korniloff's followers were few and that 
some of his soldiers marching on Petro- 
grad had offered to arrest their lead- 
ers, officials and diplomats said it was 
difficult to judge the strength of the 
revolt. They were impressed with the 
view that even should the uprising be 
quelled promptly, the interests secretly 
approving Korniloff’s attempted coup 
would remain as danger sources for 
Russia's future unity. 

The state department today was still 
without a report from Ambassador 
Francis concerning the Korniloff 
movement, and at the Russian embassy 
it was said “dispatches gave no clear 
explanation of the crisis. 

Some doubt ts félt here that the new 
com mander-in-chief, Major General 
Bonch Bruevitch, is sufficiently well 
known throughout the Russian army 
ranks to inspire great enthusiasm 
among the troopa, although he is known 
as an able commander who has risen 
from the rank of colonel in this war 
by display of executive ability. For 
this reason special interest was taken 
in advices that Premier Kerensky 
might assume command of all the arm- 
les, supplementing his personality as a 
factor in the military situation with 
the expert technical advice of generals 
whose loyalty is unquestioned.

MONEY FOR DEPENDENTS 


UF THE FIGHTING MEN! 


Allowances in Insurance Meas- 
ure Tentatively Approved 
by the House. 


Washington, September 12.—Provi- 
sions of the soldiers and sailors’ insur- 
ance bill for allowances of from $5 to 
$50 a month to dependents during the 
service of enlisted me nwere tentative- 


ly approved tgday by the house. 

Strenuous efforts of Representative 
Keating, of Colorado, speaking for va- 
rious humanitarian organizations to 
have the allowances raised failed. He 
maintained that statistics proved that 
the proposed allowances would not per- 
mit families to live in ordinary comfort, 
but administration leaders replied that 
higher payments would make the. cost 
to the government prohibitive. 

In addition to the government “t= 
lowances, the bill provides that an equal 
amount, if not in excess of $15 monthly, 
shall be given to dependents from en- 
listed men’s pay. 

These are the amounts, in addftion 
to any sums taken from the pay, the 
dependents would receive monthly: 

Wife, no children, $15; one child, $25; 
two children, $32.50; and $5 for each 
additional child. 

One motherless child, $5: two 
dren, $12.50; three children, $20; 
children, $30, and $5 monthly for each 
additional child. 

One parent, $10; both parents, $20; 
each dependent grandchild, brother or 
sister, $5. 

Special provisions are made for the 
allowances of divorced wives,

The cold wave that arrived in Atlan- 
ta’'s midst Tnesday has at last spent its 
force and is now about to retreat 
after bringing home an impressive les- 
son in preparedness.

The way to master the blind tiger—the 
human species who cushions his lair by 
tricking the state and selling booze in viola:

In the first 
place, it is a good gamble for him as to 
whether or not he is caught at all; and he 
doesn't care so much, anyhow, so long as he 
is secure in the knowledge that the worst 
that will happen to him is to have to give up 
a small percentage of his Illicit earnings. 
It is cheaper, in fact, for him than it was 
under the old system for the liquor seller 
to pay license! 

But as long as we have the iniquitous 
fee system for the remuneration of prose- 
cuting officials we can expect a continuation 
of the policy of fining liquor-law violators, 
and the tiger to flourish.

The children who are now spending their 
time in classrooms at the Tenth Street School

The vigorous protest against the double 
sessions being held in the first, second and 
third grades of that school has not been 
by the fact there is hope 
of relief. 


The inconvenience and unwholesomeness 
of afternoon sessions have been realized 
more keenly by parents since double sea- 
sions have actually been started, and vir- 
tually all of the parents in that section of 
the city, whether their own children have 
been forced into the afternoon session oF 
not, are offering to co-operate with the 
School Improvement association and the spe- 
clal committee appointed by the board of 
education to Investigate and report as to 
the best means of avoiding double sessions. 
May Rent McCord Home. 
Although no definite decision has been 
reached by this special committee, a ma- 
jority of the members have expressed them- 
selves as being in favor of renting the Mc- 
Cord homg, on the corner of Juniper and 
Tenth streets, to be fitted up for use aa an 
annex to take care of the three grades now 
having afternoon sessions, and probably of

dental expenses for partitions and remodeling 
which will be necessary. This expense will 
be small, however, as the city has already 
on hand sufficient equipment, such as desks, 
blackboards and other classroom fixtures, to 
fit up the annex.

Major confident 


Schedule Reduction Made Necessary 
By “War Business,”’ Declares Stanley 


In ans'wering protests’ from Dusiness in- 
terests in various parts of the state against 
the Seaboard Air Line’s proposed reduction 
and rearrangement of ita passenger sched- 
ules, W. L. Stanley, assistant to the presi- 
dent of the system, told the state railroad 
commission yesterday that “the nation’s war 
business comes first’ in railroad considera- 
tions at this time and that Georgians should 
do the “patriotic thing” and graciously sub- 
mit to some hardship in travel that Uncle 
Sam might get the best service possible. 

The sole object actuating the Seaboard in 
cutting off a number of trains and rearrang- 
ing the schedules on others is to aid the na- 
tional government in its troop movements, 
he claimed, and to help carry through Presi- 
dent Wilson's suggestions that the railroads 
of the country do everything possible to con- 
serve their facilities during the period of the 
War. 

Delegations Protest Changes. 

When the commission met Wednesday to 
hear protests from various sections against 
the Seaboard's readjustment plans, there 
were present delegations [from numerous 
tuwns that will be affected by the proposed 
changes, the biggest delegation having come 
from Savannah, under the auspices of the Sa- 
vannah board of trade. Jacob (dazan repre- 
sented the Savannah contingent. 

‘The general public doesn’t appreciate the 
gravity of the transportation situation as 
it affects the railroads of the country,’ Mr. 
Stanley told the commission. The nation’s 
needs are staggering and the railroad prob- 
lema are great. We are not asking that 
trains be taken off or schedules cut because 
we find their operation is not profitable. On 
the contrary, thev are paying 4 surplus over 
operating expenses. 

“To put it frankly, we are obliged to have 
more engines and more cars for troop move- 
ments. Again, it is necessary to take en; 
gines from passenger service and put them 


into freight service for the moving of war 
munitions and supplies. Our third reason for 
asking the readjustment is that we may be 
able to help conserve the coal supply of the 
south, which has become so serious as to be 
almost a menace. 

“On the trains that we ask 
inated, approximately fifty tons of coal a 
day is burned. This would mean a great 
saving in a month. The gravity of the rail- 


road situation will be made plain when ! 
tell you that to handle the troops between 
Monroe, N. C., and Birmingham Tuesday we 
used 13 engines. Asa result 804 freight cars 
were tied up on our lines and couldnt be 
moved.” 

Mr. Stanley pointed out that where there 
shall be any discontinuance of service by 
loc@! trains, such service will De made up by 
having through trains stop at the stations 
affected.

HEALTH TALKS 


PHTHISIOPHOBIA. 

Hydrophobia, meaning fear of water, is 
an imaginary condition without actual oc- 
currences, Phthisiophobia, fear of tubercu- 
losis (called phthisis in ancient times), is 
also an imaginary condition which occurs 
far too frequently. 

The victim of tuberculosis once upon a 
time took no precautions against infecting 
those who lived in intimate contact with 
him. Along came the Great White Plague 
campaigners with their megaphone cries. 
and everybody had a real scare about catch- 
ing consumption. 

The consumptive is stil] shunned by su- 
perstitious or ignorant people who never have 
the slightest hesitation about breathing the 
redolent atmosphere of an unclean theater 
or a musty, dirty church, People who 
haven't the slightest knowledge of the mode 
of infection in the commonest diseases will 
invariably raise a hue and cry against a 
tuberculosis hospital. Ignorant, self-suffi- 
client landowners appear before boards and 
committees and plead for the welfare of the 
community——that for the land values of 
their own particular holdings. Many em- 
Ployers refuse to give employment to indi- 
viduals with arrested tuberculosis who are 
absolutely safe for any one to live with or 
work with—-and all because of the exag- 
@erated fear of tuberculosis. 

A tuberculosis hospital is the safest place 
one can live. in so far as the chance of con- 
tracting concerned. It is 
safe ordinary cleanliness and sim- 
ple personal precautions with sputum, sneez- 
ing, coughing, conversation and other things 
are carried out. 

The man who opposes the erection of a 
tuberculosis hospital in his neighborhood 
ought to live in such a hospital for a year. 
He might learn something good = for his 
health. He would at least learn that germs 
Of disease are never conveyed in the air from 
Place to place. 

The clean, conscientious consumptive who 
exercises care with sputum, sneezing, cough- 
ing and conversation is no more a menare 
to his fellowman than any other individual. 

Far from depreciation, real estate values 
generally increase in the neighborhood of a 
tuberculosis hospital. and real estate or no 
real estate, every citizen worthy of his 
country’s protection is his brother's keeper.
